an investigation which in all probability will result in’a demand upon 
the Governor for a rigid investigation 


progressed yesterday. As a result of an atitopsy performed by Dr. 
George W. Campbell, on the order of the Coroner, it was ascertained 
that thirteen of Grassmee's ribs had been fractured, and that his body 
from shoulders to hips had been beaten ‘almost to a pulp, 

Following the autopsy Surgeon Campbell concluded that death 
had resulted from shock and internal hemorrhage. The death cer- 
tifieate signed by the asylum aiithorities gave the cause as “lepto 
meningitis, paresis and exhaustion.” | 
. When Surgeon Campbell first viewed the body he found that the 
brain, heart and kidneys had been previously removed and examined, 
replaced in the remains, and the openings carefully sutured. Investi- 
gation revealed that there had been a post-mortem at the asylum shortly 
after the death and without the knowledge of the Coroner of that 
county, or the consent of the relatives, as required by law. 

It was shown also yesterday that Grassmee's death had not been 
reported to the Coroner of San Bernardino county; that the asylum 
Officials had merely signed the certificate, notified the health officer.

As a result of these findings Coroner 
Hartwell consulted Dist.-Atty. Fred- 
ericks, and upon the advice of the lat- 
ter communicated with the Coroner of 
San Bernardino county, who waived 
his rights to conduct an in 
as to the cause of death. 

Accordingly Coroner Hartwell will 
impanel jury at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The Coroner of San Bernardino 
county will be present in an advisory 
capacity and several witnesses will be 
summoned from the State tal. 
Surgeon Campbell will also testify as 
to his fAndings in the autopsy. 

The county officials who invest 
yesterday say that the circumstances 
of the case, ho matter what the dnd- 
ing of the Coroner's jury may be, are 
sufficient to make it mandatory of the 
Governor to conguct an investigation 
into the conditions existing relative t> 
the treatment accorded patients. 
Mysterious silence was maintained 
until last night by the asylum authori- 
ties regarding the death of Grassmec, 
who was formerly an employé of the 
Neuner Company in this city, and was 
committed to the hospital last Septem- 
ber. No person in authority has 
able to state how Grassmee was hurt. 
The attendant who had charge of the 
ward in which Grassmee was confined 
was discharged last Monday beca 
he did not report that Grassmee 
suffering from injuries. The attendant 
has since disappeared. 

WHY ORGANS REMOVED? 
In speaking of his autopsy examina- 
tion, Surgeon Campbell said: “I was 
surprised when I first 
viewed the body to find that the brain, 
heart and kidneys had already been 
removed. I then examined the death 
certificate and found that the cause of 
death been assigned as ilepto- 
meningitis, paresis and exhaustion. I

BODY TERRIBLY BROKEN. 
“But as I continued my investiga- 
tion I was astounded at the revela- 
tions. In my thirteen years’ experience 
I never saw_a body more bruised and

“On both arms I found bruises which 
would indicate that Mr. Grassmee had 
been strapped. | were no marks 
on the hands Tower limbs which 
would indicate that he had been 
fight. There were no marks about the 
mouth which would indicate that he 
had viciously bitten any person. The 
body welghed only 105 pounds, which 
is comclusive that he could not have 
fought savagely against an ordinary- 
sized man. 
“T found that thirteen ribs had been 
broken. six on the right side, near the 
sternum, four on the left side, near the 
sternum, and three in the back on the 
right side and near the backbone. This 
showed that Grassmee'’s body had been 
in different positions when the injuries 
were inflicted. No blow could have 
been inflicted which would fracture 
ribs both In the chest and in the back. 


BONES JAMMED INTO VITALS. 
“Tf found that the broken ends of the 


scratched the lungs and penetrated the 
diaphragm. Beveral pleces of broken 
ribs were found tn the pleural cavity. 
The lungs were congested and badly 
injured. In fact, all the organs were 
scratched by the jagged ends of the 
ribs. 

“The attachments for the spleen were 
bruised and bloody; also oO 
the peritoneum, which hold the liver 
in place. The kidneys, the same as 
the other organs, were in fairly healthy 
condition, but all the surrounding tis- 
sues were full of biood. 

“In the stomach I found traces of 
soup and spaghetti, which showed that 
the patient had recentiy been given 
food. mucuos membrane linings
